FARM AND GARDEN.

WINTERING CARBAGES.
Many persons dig a trench in dry soil,
and place the cabbages, heads down-
wards, and cover them over, leaving the
stumps out and exposed. The German-
town ZTelegraph reverses this order as
follows; “Select a dry part of the gar-
den ; dig trenchesof sufficient depth to
receive the eabbege roets and stalks up to

the head, into these trenches trans-
plant the cabbages heads up, of
course—fill in the din carefully

about them, up to the heads—plant four
short posts, two of them being higher
than the cthers to give pitch to the roof—
nail shingling luth, or strips of old board
from one post to the other, and anolher
board haif way up -lsy upon this & num-
ber of bean poles, protecting slso the
sides—and yoir cabbages will keep in
good condition until May. Where there
is & fence, only two posis will be necessa-
ry, that Dbeing employed as the apex of
the eover or roof.” The plan is at Jeast
worth trying.

PLANTING WHEAT.
On putting the egeed in well, there is
known o be a difference of several bush-
el to the sere, A correspoudent of the
Country Gentlernen says in England,
where the yield is from ten to twenly
bushels per sacre more than here, the
wheat is drilled immedistely after rain,
and if ihe 59il packs down firm and s
“Wry scitling” takes place, the prospect
of & good crop is enhanced. On the light
soils gheep were driven in large flocks for
hours, regularly up and down across after
the planting, to give this desirable firmness
bat as driving the flock tires and lessens the
flesh, rollers with pegs and some with
small iron wheels, are used to press down
the surface. This prevents slugs, wire-
worms, ete., from getting about among
the roots, prevents any freezing out, and
the young plants certainly look bealthier
and altogether more prosperous where
this treading or packing down is attended
to. The worst possible time to plant
sntumn grain is considered to be when
the dust blows, while on the contrary, in
spring seeding barley, cte., a peck of
dust is said to be worth its weight in gold.

One of our exchanges adviees people
who have strawberry beds not 1o delay st-
tention to them, if nothing has been done
o them since fruiting season. Go lo
work and plow or spade up the ground
between the rows thoroughly. Work up
the soil in the rows with a fork, hoe or
spade, cleaning out all weeds; cut off all
the old tops, and scatter u liberal supply
ot well dezomposed manure among them
notling better than hen manure and
ashes mixed with mould from the woods,
It is also & good plan hefore spading or
plowing the seil between the row, to scat-
ter 4 compost on and turn it under. The
roots are greatly benefittad by coming into
contact with such.

If your bed has been allowed to grow
“hilter-skilter™ hereiofore, and covers (he
entire surface, simply draw a line and cut
it with the spade to show where the cdges
of the rows are 1o be, and then spade
under the vines between the rows, leaving
rows about six inches in width and cigh-
teen inches spart from center Lo center.

SEEDING CORN LAND TO CLOVER
AND GRASS,

I, Danicl Lee, of Knox county,
Tunn., gives, in the Coundry Gentleman,
his experience in sowing cloyver and grass
secds among corn, at the last working of
the crop, with a view to grazing and
other purposcs, e says:

Living in 8 comn-growing region, and
having land subject to wash between rows
of curn, and years after, if not leveled
and seeded, T have often sown clover
geed, timothy, orchard grass and herds
grass send, in standing corn, when “lgy-
ing it by,” with satisfactory results.
Where one wishes to raise mules or hogs,
corn and clover work well in rotation ;
althougl T give hogs a pretty long nin in
outficlds from clover, before they come
to corn, Richtly handled, clover, oats
anid corn make chesp bacon, and not ex-
pensive mules and horses, on fair lime-
stone Tand.

Boefore clover or grass seed is sown in
stamding corn, the ground shoulid be har-
rowed, or worked smooth with a enltiva-
tor, that the seed may fall on freshly
stirred euarih, so that the first main will
cover it sufficiently, In thiz way T have
never Tailed 1o get & fair s¢t. Sometimes,
however, & drouth in Angust or later will
kill the young plauts; although tlie shade
uf a good crop of corn is, perbaps, equal
to that made by wheal or oats 88 & pro-
toction from solar influence, to young
clover, The wivantage of resting eulti-
yvated flelds in clover and grass as much
as practicable, sre pot sufliciently appre-
ciated. It is oo common in Tenvessee to
rest lund in weeds., sedge, brinss and
bushes, that will support good clover and
orchard grass, snd most profitablo farm
stock. By cultivaling corn fields Zevel,
and seeding them before the corn is ripe,
we prevent washing, and use our lund to
the best advantage for our Iimited labor.
Cansda peas sown with oats;, help to make
fat hogs on little corn.

TURNING OUT HORSES TO GRASS,

A correspondent of the New York
Times writes as follows on this subjeet ;
““When horses have suffered in their work
from anything of the nature of a strain
of the sinews of their ligaments, or when
their legs are very much the worse for
wear, they should be allowed no ex reise
but such as they can get in a lonse box;
they should be treated as a man wonld be
who had sprained his ankle and mast be
confined to a sofa.  On the other hand, 1
have seen lorses which were good on
their legs, but stale, grogey, and tucked
up from hard work, and dry and exeiting
food, improve as if by magie, whea
turned out to grass on the following
plan. I have howsed them during
the day time in 2 well ventilated dwel-
ling, darkened 80 as 1o exclude the sun
flies, giviog them ahout & peck of
grain daily, with bran and clover chaff ;
they have then been turned out at night
in a pasture in which there was an
sbundance of grass, Under these cir-
cumstances, they are never tormented by
flies ; when they are out all is eool and
quiet, the | grass saturated with dew
sapplics :no:;.b{mlnblc. cool, refrigerating
poultice to their legs and feet, and the
grass they get, combined with their daily
grain, scems to plump up their bodies
without much interfering with their con-
dition for work. 1 have taken horses
treated in this way as late as Septomber,
and had them in very fair order for work
by the cmmencement of the hunting
season. | am sware that thiz system will
not suit all horses; small barreled washy
hiorses are o much purged with green
food; they are siso, in geperal, restless
and irratable, galloping about, and teasing
their companions, and so are better at
home. This may possibly be the case,
but with valuable borses we must not
grudge a litte troable.”

USEFUL INFORMATION,
To muke Scoteh tweed impervious to
water, use this recipe: Ia s bocket of
soft water put & half poumd of sugar of
lead and & half pound of powdered alum.
Stir this at intervals until it becomes
clear; pour it off into another bucket and
put the garment therein, let it remain for
twenty-four hours, and then bang it up
without wringing.
Peach leaves, brulsed, it is said, are a
specific for wounds made by nails, in
maun or beast, or for any fresh cut. Lock-
jaw is prevented by bandaging the leaves
on twice a day.
Paper can be made to stick to walls
that have been whitcwashed, by dissolv-
ing glue in good strong vinegar and wash-
them with the solution. Heat until the
glue is dissolved, sod then spply with &
brush.
The bark of hickory placed wherever
red ants shound, will csuse them to dis-
appear.  We know thsat common lard on
& plate, set where the places are infested,
as so0n as they come in contact with the
lard, they stick and die.
Small bars of carbolic soap are betler
to keep away moths than camphor, at
one-thind the cost. It is much stronger
in the exhalation thrown off, and retsins
its status longer. Try il

Oil your door locks and latches once in
two or three months, It will add to yoor
comfort, and will make these necessary
things less longer.

Your cellar should be whitewashed
once & year, and have s thorough cleans-
ing two or three timesa year. Let it be
venlilated daily unless there are open win-
dows, and even then it will add to its
purity.

Remove the sprouts from your potatoes
and keep them in thedark. They ghould
be always covered. Well kep® ol potatoes
should be caten inu July. They are much
wholesomer than the half-grown new
ones, selling at =0 high a rate.—Ger-
mantown Telegraph.

RAISE GOOD HOGNS,

Hogs fill an important place in our plun
of mixed hushbandry, because they will
convert into manure aod pork much that
would otherwise be consumed, But few
farmera at the East raise as much pork as
they might with profit, and the markels
are supplied with Western pork. The
reason why is, they do not manage right
with their hogs. In the first place, tliere
is no use in fecding a long, thin, slab-
sided breed of pigs, even if they are given
to you. Get a gowd sow of some first-
mate breed, or else breed the best com-
mon sow you can find to a thoronghbred
hour and raige a goed lreeding sow. |

There is no
other breed enjoys better health, I kept
and prompily cared for until twelve or
fifteen months old, it will yicld from five
to seven hundred pounds of pork.  What
other animul will yield so much ia eo
short a time, with so small a beginning,

The Berkshires sre a smaller breed,
fatten well in propurtion to their food,
und are exeellent breeders.  No one can
g0 umiss in purchasing a Berkshire. The
Suffolks, ard the improved Prince Albert
Suffolk especinlly, are gnod,  The Fesox,
Cheshire, Luicester, and DPolands are
much better than the “no breed.”  The
Chins is fit only for crossing with some
of thie large course breeds,  Sach a eross |
improves the China in size and the Inrger
breeds in quality.

But in buving a sow or boar for byeed-
ing, do not be satisfied with itz leing
called a Chesler, or Suffolk, er Berk-
shire, {unless you buy of some responsi-
lLle breeder,) but sce for yourself that the
animal has the good points of the breed.

Fish can be baked in
the same way, exeepl sewing it up in a
cloth. [Instead of this, cover it with egg
and cracker, or hatter erumbs.
Pumphin Pie—An English Recipe,
Peel and ent a sufficient quantity into
thin slices, first scrapung out the seeds,
and set it, with some dried currants and
Bngar, in a saucepan, over the fire, the
heat of which draws the juice out of the
pumpkin, and makes it tender. No water
is required. As this process occupies
about three hours, it is better to stew the
pumpkin the evening before it is wanted,
By stewing the currants and sugar with
the pumpkin, « better flavor is imparted
toit. When thoronghly tender, so thst
it might, if required, be passed through s
colander, the stewed pumpkin, which dis-
solves in boiling, is to be put into crust,
like mince pies, which it much resembles
in appearance and flavor; or a shallow
dish mny be covered with & thin crust, on
which the mashed pumpkin sud currants
are to be spread ; il is thea to be coverad
with a crust and baked. A litle candied
lemon or orange peel is an improvement.
In this form pompkin pic is & wholesome
and cheap substitute for mince pies. The
pumpkin is in scafon in autumn and
winter.
New and Simple Remedy for Burns,
The following appearcd in & late nom-
ber of Apploton’s Journal :  *“The at-
tention of medical men in Paris has re-
cently been directed to a new remedy for
burps, discovered nccidentally by a work-
man. A varpisher of metals lately got
his hand severely burned while at work,
and, pot koowing what to do to deaden
the scute psin, throst his hand into & pot
of varnish. The pain ceased as if hy
enchantment, On the day following, he
made a further application of his dis-
covery, and in a few days a new skin was
formed over the burn, and the hand re
covered its wonted flexibility. All the
persons burned in Lis neighborhood eame
to get their wonnds dressed, received the
gimple treatment, and went home re-
joiciog. After the terrible gunpowder
explosion at Metz, last month, the vamn.
isher was summoned to the hospitsl, there
to do his best for the victims of that
great calamity, whose lives were de-
spaired of on saccount of the pravity
of their burns.  Ie varnished and cured
them all in such a short space of time,
that the town of Metz was filled with
gtoties of his success. The news of his
wonderful cures reached Paris, the man-
ager of one of the largest hogpitals thore
sent for him, and desirons of lesting the
accuracy of the reports, entrusted him
with two patients who were dangerously
burned. He covered them over with his
varnish, leaviog a spot upon esach un-
touched, to be treated with pitrate of sil-
ver (the usual remedy) by the ghief doc-
tor of the establishment. The wounds so
covered with warnish healed rapidly,
while those treated with nitrate of silver,
in spite of all the doctor’s effrts, did wot
close up.  The serviees of the varnisher
wure sgain called upon, who sccordingly
upplied his remedy to the spots which the
pitrate of silver was powerlesstoheal. The
two patients oblained almost instant re-
lict, and, after a short detention, left the
bospital completely enred, thus once more
eftablishing the saperlative excellenee of
Lis remedy for such cases, ™
